of proceedings on the part of the 
Municipal League to Investigate tho 
financial situation of the city's funds. 


At the Twilight club one of the city 


officials objected to statements made, 
for the reason that no facts were 
presented, but- later, when Mr. Jack' 
roan's report was presented, that ob- 
jection was heard no more, but In- 
stead an oration on the part of the 
mayor expressing In tho first place 
his surprise at the Ignorance of somo 
of the members of the club, and fol- 
lowing this expression of 
surprise 


with words admitting that money of 
the city had been disbursed In viola- 
tion of the provisions of the charter, 
and yet at the same time justifying 
such violation of law. 
And thus 


far the citizens have heard nothing 
from the common council or 
from 


the Recorder excepting in Justification 
of Illegal acts and an appalling extra- 
vagance In tho expenditure of public 
funds and an Increase In the taxation 
of city property In the last four years 
of something like thirty per cent. 
. But little has thus far been said re- 
garding the real reason why so ma- 
ny streets In this city linvo been ma- 
cadcralzed since the stone crusher In- 
dustry began, operating. 
Paving was 
not a necessity, nor even a need. 
In this city beyond the necessities of 
the stone crusher. 
This Is general- 


ly conceued' by the public, but not 
by the man who superintended the 
stone crusher and the common coun- 
cil at the same time. 
There are some members of the 


common council who claim to have no

•workings of that body, but In regard 
to paving there is not a member of 
It who. at the time the resolutions 
were passed for paving Wall street 
and Milton avenue, dici not knoxv that 


• tho method adopted by the common 


council assessing the property owner 
with the entire expense 01 the paving 
was Illegal and unauthorized by the 
charter. 
If there is such a member 


of tne common council tho peoplo of 
this city would be pleased to hear 
from 
Him. 
The people of 
tho 


city who have been so conlldlng In 
tho council may yet ask why It Is 
that the-paving Is In violation of the.) 
law, but It certainly will not look 
well for any member of the common 
'council to ask that question. 


No one will dispute that the council 
under the present charter, has tne 
power to cause the streets to 
be 
graded and paved but the cotincl 
has no power such as It has exerclset 
In the way of putting upon pronert) 
owners tiie entire expense of the pav 
ing.

The charter provides that "the e.\ 
pcnse may be paid In whole or in par 
by the city or by the property to 
bo benefited thereby, as tho common 
council shall direct, but In no cast 
shall the amount assessed to any par 
eel of real estate exceed the benen 
accruing thereto by such Improve- 
ment.!' 
And what the amount of 


benefit Is nothing more nor less than 
this; that value which the paving 
ados to the selling price of the pro- 
perty, nothing else. 
The charter provides tual a coin 


mlttco of the common council shall 
before the council shall order any 
work to be done on any street, view 
the premises and determine the dam 
ages, as well as the benefits, which 
will accrue to each parcel of real 
estate by such grading or paving. nn>. 
also the amount that should bo as- 
sessed, not as tho committee may ar 
bltrarlly decide, but under the pro- 
.visions of the charter, against each 
parcel of real estate. 


In regard to the paving In 
this 


city It Is doubtful whether anybody 
has ever seen a committee of the 
common council In a fair and upright 
exercise of their duty respecting the 
things above mentioned, required bj 
law. 
Who has seen that committee 


on Wall street, Jackson street or Mil- 
ton avenue. In an effort to fairly and 
honestly assess the benefits and dam 
ages? 
If anyone has seen such com- 


mittee it would please the citizens of 
Jdncsvlllc to know when and where, 
and what the committee was doing 
•when they were observed. 
If the 


committee could have been seen they 
would have been found at something 
else than the discharge of their du- 
ties as will be seen by a reference to 
tho report which they made, which 
docs nothing more nor less than as- 
sess the entire cost of paving to the 
property owners. Irrespective of bene- 
fits and Irrespective of damages. 


And now it is claimed that the peo- 


ple must suffer because of the Muni- 
cipal League's Injunction against pay- 
Ing for work done on Franklin street.

not selling at six per cent, and so 
much silence regarding the city hall- 
bonds selling at par when the mayor 


knew that they would sell at a prom 
lum If an opportunity to compete 
for them had been given? Why should 
then* be such discrimination as to 
tho rate of interest? 


The reason why the two bonds do 


not bear the same rate Is nothing 
more nor less than this; that by char- 
ging the people on the paving bands 
six per cent.. It operates us a club 
and a lever forcing them to pay the 
tux rather than have the bonds Issue 
at high rate of Interest. 
Theru is 


no reason why the street 
Improve- 


ment bonds should not Issue at four 
per cent., and especially why the 
bonds mentioned by the Recorder 
were not Issued at that rate of Inter- 
est, alter It was found that 
they 


would not sell for a premium at six 
per cent. 
The charter provides that 
such 


bonds shall tiraw Interest ut a rate 
not exceeding six per cent, per an* 
num. and therefore does not preclude 
Issuing them at four per cent. Uut 
tho reason why tho bonds were not 
Issued nt four per cent is because the 
people would not so readily pay them. 
Many would rather that the bonds, 
at that low rate of Interest, should 
run. but would rather pay, than huvo 
them Issued against their property nt 
six .per cent. 
And In passing, let It not be for- 


gotten that a good four per cent, 
municipal bond will sell nt a premium 
any time, whether It be a psylng 
bontl or any other municipal bond'.

MEETING HELD 


ANNUAL SESSIONS OF STATE AS- 


SOCIATION AT MADISON. 


A, L. FISHER SUPPORTS BILL 


Secretary of the Association Tells of 


Proportions of Tobacco Indus- 


try In This State. 


Tobacco men from a., corners of the 
state gathered today at Madison. At 
ten o'clock the annual meeting of 
the Wisconsin Tobacco Growers and 
Dealers' association was called to or- 
der In the historical rooms of tho 
state capltol. 
At two o'clock 
In 


the afternoon came the meeting, of 
prime Importance, to which the mem- 
bers of the association have been 
looking forward with great Interest, 
the outcome of which will have. It Is 
believed, lasting Influence on the fu- 
ture history of the tobacco industry 
in Wisconsin. 


At that hour the association met 


the agricultural committees of both 
the house and senate. 
in behalf or 


the association A. L. Fisher of 
this 


city, secretary of 
the association 


set forth the plea of the tobacco grow- 
ers and dealers of the state for an ap- 
propriation of $10.000 to be used for 
,the advancement of the tobacco In- 
dustry. 


A. L. Fisher Spoke 


In his argument Mr. Fisher 
sot 
forth a number of figures which accur- 
ately size up the situation In 
this 
state. 
Several pointed 
paragraphs 


from his speech are quoted: 


"Conservatively 
.speaking 
the 
etate produces fifty million pounds of 
tobacco at a valuation to the produc- 
er of four million dollars annually. 
This Industry has necessitated an 
expenditure for tobacco barns and 
sheds of six million four hundred thou- 
sand ollars. 
Dealers of the stato 


require to pack and store tho annual 
product one hundred and seventy-tiro 
warehouses, costing 
approximately 


eight hundred and seventy-five thous- 
and dollars. 
The handling of tho 


annual product taxes tho assorting fac- 
ilities of the market points In tho 
state _for at least lour months of tho 
year, 'furnishing lucrative employment 
to eight thousand people, at a wage 
earning of seven hundred fifty thous- 
and dollars during the winter months. 


"The annual product costs the pack- 
ers of the state close around five mil; 
lion five hundred thousand dollars. 


» The Industry has cost the producers 
and packers of tobacco In the state 
for permanent Improvements seven 
million two 
hundred 
seventy-live 


thousand dollars. 


Great Future of Industry 
"The possibilities of the tobacco 


Industry of the Stato of Wisconsin 
can scarcely be overestimated. If en- 
couraged by the state and assisted by 
the Experimental station and the guid- 
ing hand of science. 


"There Is a large acreage of 'Central 
.Wisconsin that contains soil particul- 
arly adapted to the growth of tobacco. 
If we can maintain lucrative prices 
for the product It Is reasonable to 
predict that a much larger acreage 
of tobacco will be grown. 
Monroe, 
La Crosse, Trempeleau, Eau Claire 
and Dunn counties will materially in- 
crease their acreage. 


For Uniform Seed 
"It Is conceded by the majority of 
tho growers and dealers that 
by the 


free distribution of a puro variety of 
Havana seed the valuation of the an- 
nual product would be enhanced one- 
fourth or about one million dollars. 


"Wisconsin provided with a uniform 


quality or cigar leaf, with her un- 
equaled resources lor producing a high 
standard of tobacco would Invite com- 
petition, and demand prices for her 
annual product much In excess of 
what she Is now receiving. 
\ 


"With proper encouragement 
the 


tobacco industry of the state can be 
doubled in ten years, and a reputa- 
tion established that will make Wis- 
consin the Mecca of the Cigar Leaf 
Producing States." 


Asks $10,000 Appropriation 
After setting forth these facts Mr. 
Fisher asked. In behalf of the assoc- 
iation, that the committee act favor- 
ably In regard to the passage of a 
bill appropriating $10.000 for the use 
of the state experimental 
station; 


$5.000 of this amount to be used for 
growing and distributing free to the 
producers a pure grade of Havana 
seed, the remainder to be used for ex- 
perimental work in growing and cur- 
ing tobacco. 


The experimental 
work, he said, 


should be devoted to tho 
lines of 


spreading Information regarding prop- 
er fertilizers, proper curing houses, 
and determining the best methods or 
raising shade grown tobacco.. 


Many In Attendance 


A large number of tobacco men arc 


present at the annual meeting. Among 
them are representatives from every 
tobacco growing district In the atatc. 
While it is not yet possible to detr-. 
mine definitely the number from this 
city and section of tho state, it is 
estimated that in the Jnncsvlllo party 


• are nearly fifty growers and dealers. 
This number Includes those from Or- 
fordvllle. Center, La Prairie and oth- 
ter towns, as well as about fifteen 
dealers from tho city.

were superficial and had "small. In- 
finitesimal knowledge behind them." 
Quoting the 
President's 
statement 


that he was unwilling to "shut the 
door of hope and opportunity In the 
lace of a worthy negro." Mr. Tlllmnn 
mid that sentiment would appeal to 
all men at llrst blush, but. he asked, 
•was It not possible that, "in opening 
that door of hope, It might be shut In 
the face of the white man?" 


Ignorant Negroes. 


Senator Tlllman declared that In 


South Carolina at one time for eighty 
years the_ door of houe had been 
closed by'bayonets to the white man. 
while rapine, murder and missoverti- 
ment reigned. In the Indlanola case. 
he declared, the President and Post- 
master General had not only exceed- 
ed their constitutional power but had 
b-.-en tyrannical and probably actuat- 
ed by low motives.
